MINUTES OF THE 1976 TOWN MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Town of Allenstown was held on 
March 6, 1976. Meeting was called to order by Moderator, Roger A. 
Letendre at 7:00 p.m. 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 

This Article was taken care of on March 2, 1976. The results are 
known. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as 
submitted by the Budget Committee, or pass any vote in relation 
thereto. 


Leonard Girard made a motion to set this Article aside until the 
reading of the lined items. Seconded by Jeannette Chevrette and 
voted. 


Article3. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


Motion was made by Armand Dupont to accept Article 3 as read. 
Seconded by Arthur Girard and voted. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to give a one (1%) percent 
discount on all 1976 property taxes paid within thirty (30) days after 
mailing of the tax bills. 


Charles Todd moved that Article 4 be accepted as read. Motion 
was seconded by Leonard Girard and voted. 


Article 5. (By Petition) A. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of One Hundred Twenty Five ($125) Dollars for a street light on 
pole number four (4) located at the corner of Lubern Avenue and 
High Ridge Trail and further, B. To see if the Town will appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Twenty Five ($125) Dollars for the in- 


an 





stallation of a fire hydrant on Lubern Avenue and further, C. To see 
if the Town will require developer of Ridgewood Terrace to set aside 
in escrow such funds as may be deemed necessary by the Town to 
insure that the remainder of Lubern Avenue will be paved by Spring 
1976, and that said street will be plowed during winter. (This Article 
is approved in part by the Budget Committee approving part A. and 
disapproving part B.) 


Motion by Edmond Duchesne to accept Article 5 as read and 
seconded by Mike Phelps. Someone asked what the ruling was on 
Part C. George Guertin stated Part C was not acted upon by the 
Budget Committee because it was not a request for money. It had 
nothing to do with the budget. Leo Emond said money has already 
been put in escrow to pave that part of the street; it is in the Suncook 
Bank right now. There was a discussion as to how many times we 
must vote on this Article, one or three. The Moderator stated that if 
the Article is accepted as read, Part A would be accepted. Part B 
would be rejected, and Part C would be accepted. Leo Emond 
suggested we move on the Article. Article 5 was accepted as read. 


Article 6. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Three Thousand Nine Hundred Seventy Nine Dollars and 
fifty-one cents ($3,979.51) for the purchase of a 1976 Pontiac Le 
Mans, State Police Package. (This Article is disapproved by the 
Budget Committee). 

-- There was a discussion as to what State Police Package means. It 
means that the car is equipped with extra duty shocks, tran- 
smission, etc., whatever is needed for a strong and powerful motor. 
The Moderator stated the Town could not act on Article 6 as it was 
disapproved by the Budget Committee. 


Article7. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Eight Thousand Eight Hundred Thirty One ($8,831.) Dollars 
for the purchase of a Ford truck model #F-600. (This Article is 
disapproved by the Budget Committee). 


--This Article cannot be acted upon because it is disapproved by 
the Budget Committee. 


Article 8. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Six Hundred ($600) Dollars to roadmix two 


hundred and twenty-five (225’) feet on Houle Avenue. (This Article 
is approved by the Budget Committee). 


--Motion was made by Leonard Girard to accept Article 8 as 
read. Seconded by Eugene Valley, Jr. and voted. 


Article 9. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.) Dollars for the 
purpose of financing the Bi-Centennial activities. (This Article is 
approved by the Budget Committee). 


--Motion was made by Eugene Valley, Jr. and seconded by 
Carole Bettez to accept Article 9 as read. The Moderator asked if 
there was anyone here from the Bi-Centennial Committee who could 
explain how the funds were being used. Linda Newell took the floor 
and stated that $1,000 of the money was being put toward publication 
of the Town history. The other $1,000 was to be used for the Fourth 
of July weekend and other various programs. Article 9 was ac- 
cepted as read. 


Article 10. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Five Thousand Eight Hundred ($5,800.) 
Dollars to purchase and install a new panel for the Central Fire 
Alarm System. (This Article is approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee). 


--A Motion was made by Adelard Hebert and seconded by 
Richard Gaumont to accept Article 10 as read. The Moderator 
asked if there was any discussion on this Article. Someone asked if 
we could hear from the Fire Department as to what this consists of 
and what it will do for the Town of Allenstown. Mr. Desrochers 
suggested that Norm Peloquin take the floor. Mr. Peloquin stated 
that this was just to replace the system that burned up, which 
system we had for ten years. The company manufacturing the 
system that is in there now has been out of business for ten years. 
Leonard Girard asked if we could pay for this with revenue funds 
from the State and was told that all the remainder of revenue funds 
is being used. Mr. Desrochers stated that this used panel was 
bought in 1966 and was used at that time. The Town paid $2,000 and 
they got $2,000 worth of money on the panel. He stated you can’t 
rebuild something that has burned down, and that the company 
doesn’t exist anymore. He said all the people of Allenstown will 
benefit from this new panel. Mr. Hebert suggested that we move on 
this Article. Article 10 was accepted as read. 


Article |. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
following entitled ordinance. ‘‘An ordinance relative to procedures 


for the connection of private fire alarm systems to The Municipal 
fire alarm system.’’ (See Note #1 for body of proposed ordinance.) 


--A Motion was made by Adelard Hebert and seconded by 
Stewart Severance that Article || be accepted as read. The 
Moderator asked Mr. Peloquin to take floor. Mr. Peloquin stated 
that the purpose of this Article was to keep out certain fire alarm 
fixtures not compatible to our fire alarm system. 

Article || was accepted as read. 


Article 12. (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to transfer 
all of the assets of the Sewer Department of said Town, including 
all Town sewers, both lateral and interceptor, and appurtenances, 
pumping stations and treatment facilities to a Village District 
covering such areas of the Town of Allenstown and Pembroke as the 
joint Board of Selectmen of said Town may determine. Such transfer 
to become effective only if such District shall be legally formed by 
vote of the residents thereof and only if the District so formed shall 
vote to accept and operate said sewers, pumping stations and 
treatment facilities, assume all liabilities of said sewer system, 
including the repayment of the existing sewer bonds and the interest 
therein and to save this Town harmless from any further liabilities 
in connection with the operations of said sewer system. And fur- 
ther, to see if the Town will vote to authorize its Board of Selectmen 
to negotiate the transfer herein provided for and to convey, by deed, 
bill of sale or otherwise, said property in the name of the Town, upon 
the successful completion of such negotiations. 
--Gabriel Daneault made a Motion to disapprove Article 12. 

Seconded by Leo Emond. Article 12 was not accepted. 


BALANCE AMOUNT OF REVENUE SHARING IS: $26,788.60 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate One 
Thousand Six Hundred Eighty four ($1,684.) Dollars from the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to purchase and erect a chain 
link fence on the easterly side of So. Main Street from 65 So. Main 
Street to 73-75 So. Main Street (This Article is approved by the 
Budget Committee). 


--A Motion was made by Eugene Valley, Jr. and seconded by 
Adelard Hebert to accept Article 13as read. There was a discussion 
on the new fence and it was agreed that in the future no snowshould 
be thrown on the new fence, this being the reason we now have to 
replace the present fence. Ed Duchesne asked exactly where this 
fence is located. Gabriel Daneault answered on Main Street by the 
Rod and Gun Club. A Motion was made to amend Article 13 to read: 
“that no snow be thrown over the fence on South Main Street. Ar- 
ticle 13 was accepted as amended. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000) Dollars from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Trust Fund for use as set-off against the budgeted appropriation for 
winter and summer maintenance of the highways. (This Article is 
approved by the Budget Committee). 


--A Motion was made by Jeannette Chevrette and seconded by 
Edmond Duchesne to accept Article 14 as read. Adelard Hebert 
asked if this is going to deduct from Road Agent’s budget. George 
Guertin stated this is money which will not be raised through 
taxation. Article 14 was accepted as read. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand One Hundred Four Dollars and sixty cents 
($15,104.60) from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund for use 
as set- off against the budgeted appropriation for Town Highway 
Construction. (This Article is approved by the Budget Committee). 


--A Motion was made by George Guertin to accept Article 15 as 
read. Seconded by John Harper and voted. 


George Guertin, Chairman of the Budget Committee, read ap- 
propriations and expenditures for previous fiscal year and ap- 
propriations for fiscal year 1976. 


A Motion was made by Adelard Hebert that bids be obtained for 
expenditures in excess of $1,000. It was seconded by Mr. Jackson 
and voted. 


Contingency Fund: A Motion was made by Louie Bellaud to 
decrease the amount from $1,000.00 to $500.00. Seconded by Mrs. 
Gendron and voted. 


Police Department: A Motion was made by Donald Girard and 
seconded to reduce this item from $39,680.00 back to $33,000.00. 
Motion was not passed. 


Fire Department: There was a long discussion as to whether all the 
equipment asked for was actually needed. Mr. Desrochers stated it 
was all necessary. A Motion was made by Mr. Desrochers to in- 
crease lined item to $34,000.00. Seconded by Mr. Harper and voted. 


Insurance: There was a discussion as to whether the Town should 
receive bids on insurance. Ed Cyr stated that he has previously 
suggested the Town get bids since the Town would probably get 
better prices this way. 


Planning & Zoning & Tax Map: Charles Todd took the floor after 
someone asked why the amount being appropriated was so large. 
He stated the Government requires that each town get the Tax Map 
done by 1980 and the sooner Allenstown gets it done the less ex- 
pensive it will be. 


Town Dump and Garbage Removal: There was a discussion as to 
why Concord charged per capita and not per load and if the trailer 


parks were included in the per capita figure. 

Town Maintenance - Summer & Winter: There was a discussion 
regarding rental of trucks. 

Libraries: Carol Brown made a Motion to increase the Library 
budget by an additional $500. She stated the reason for this was to 
add five additional hours of service in order to qualify for the State 
Library Program. Seconded by Mr. Harper and voted. 

Town Poor: Mr. Hebert wanted to know if some of the people we 
helped could repay the Town by working for the Town. There was a 
general discussion on this matter. 

Town Construction Highway: Mr. Courtemanche made a Motion to 
change this lined item from $29,500 to $14,000. Not seconded. There 
was a general discussion as to what the $29,500 included. Leo 
Emond made a Motion to move on the lined item as read. Seconded 
by Ed McQueeney and passed. 


Surface Water (Storm Drains): a Motion was made by Louie 
Bellaud to reduce this line item to $6,000.00. Seconded by Gary 
Krochmal and voted. 


Total Appropriations read $485,706.72 instead of $488,654.72, a net 
decrease of $2,948.00. 


A Motion was made by Adelard Hebert and seconded by Donald 
Girard to cut the entire budget by $28,000.00. This was not passed. 


A Motion was made by Mr. Harper to accept the amount of the 
appropriations as read at $485,706.72. Seconded by Ed McQueeny 
and voted. 


A Motion was made by Mr. Harper to approve the amount of the 
Revenues as $324,399.18. Seconded by Mr. McQueeny and voted. 


Article 16. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting. 


A Motion was made by Mike Phelps to look into the legal aspects 
of having welfare recipients who are healthy to work on Town 
programs. Seconded by Frank Harper and voted. 


A Motion was made by Mrs. McNamara to have Selectmen 
appoint additional members to Park and Recreation Committee and 
have them have open and advertised meetings (at least 6 yearly). 
Seconded by Bob Girard and voted. 


A Motion was made by Adelard Hebert that there should be no 
passing of material at the entrance hall at the next election. 
Seconded by Mr. Harper and voted. 


Gary Patenaude made a motion to adjourn the meeting at 10: 45 
p.m. The Motion was seconded by Sue Patenaude and voted.

Our 200th Birthday has come-

The planning of our special observance 
was done by over eighty citizens of the two towns, along with the 
whole-hearted support of many organizations to our efforts. 
Generous appropriations were made available thanks to the Voters, 
Selectmen, and Budget Committees. It would take many pages to 
list everyone who helped us in so many, many various ways. A 
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special thanks to some is long over due, among them the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, the American Legion and its Auxiliary, 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars and its Auxiliary, the Boy Scouts, the 
Girl Scouts, the Extension Clubs, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Grange, the CYO, the Jaycees, the Fire Dept., the Police Dept., the 
Schools, the Library, the Churches, the Suncook Bank, Roger 
Letendre, Eugene Valley Jr., Father Lagueux, Romeo Descoteaux, 
Joan Fritsche, Richard and Joan McNamara, Maurice Montminy, 
Nancy Mozier, Arthur and Carol Bettez, Ronald and Lois Rook, 
Rudolph Plourde, and to each of the others that aren’t mentioned 
here goes my thanks as well. 


The main project of the committee was the reprinting of the 
Carter and the McClintock Histories into a two volume set, which is 
now on sale. The proceeds from the sales, after costs, will be 
equally divided between the two towns to enable them both to get a 
start on the publishing of adaitional histories or historical works. 


There was a tremendous variety of programs throughout the 
year, from Special Flag programs, Acts & Antics Variety Show, 
Blood drawing, School programs, scout programs, Memorial Day 
with its parade and the reading of the Declaration of Independence, 
Designation of Allenstown as a Bicentennial Community, the street 
dance on July 4th eve, the Presentation of George Cofran’s Portrait 
and a framed copy of the 1824 catalog of the Academy at the 
Pembroke Commencement. 


Bicentennial Week was a rather wet week by any standards but 
the enthusaism of the people made it all worth while. From July 
25th and August 2nd there was a busy group trying hard to be 
everywhere to make any necessary changes as they might come up. 

From the opening of the Heritage Trail, the shared Ecumenical 
Service, the Blazing Bonfire, the DAR Tea in Pembroke Park, Bike 
Rodeo, Ball Game, Home Tours, the Parade with all the terrific 
bands, marching units, and floats in spite of the threatening rain, 
the Bicentennial Ball, the Vesper Service of the DAR, at the old 
Allenstown Meeting House, unfortunately the Picnic and games got 
rained out. But the Band Concert by the Suncook Union Cornet 
Band and those beautiful Fireworks made a spectacular closing to 
a fantastic week of brotherhood and hard work. 


The Committee wishes to thank one and all, from both towns, for 
participating in this celebration of the 200th year anniversary of our 
Independence.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has 
recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a 
joint state and town or city responsibility. Local authorities 
recommend names of persons to the State Forester, who appoints 
one person as town or city fire warden and several other persons as 
town or city deputy fire wardens toa three year term. 


The local forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside 
fires, when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a 
written permit for kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such 
times and in such places as the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire 
organization in modern forest fire prevention and suppression 
tactics. The State also provides backup personnel and equipment 
for suppression and prevention activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of 


the smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for 
the past 20 years.

At the end of 1976 and six years of operation, the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission had completed several 
studies of a regional as well as a local assistance nature. 


During 1976 the Commission completed the following studies: an 
historic preservation report listing significant historic sites by 
community, a community facilities inventory for each community, 
a study outlining the impact of institutional tax exempt properties 
within each community. Currently the Commission is preparing a 
future land use study, a housing needs update study and an 
economic base study, all from a regional perspective. 


In January, the Commission delivered to the Town a set of 
photographic enlargements which were requested by the Selectmen 
and which serve as a base for the Town tax map. 


During September and October of 1976 the Commission co- 
sponsored a series of seminars dealing with the legal aspects of 
planning. These seminars were heavily attended and hopes are that 
they may be continued at a future date. 


In addition, the Commission answered several questions during the 
year for Selectmen and Planning Board members in Allenstown as 
well as researching and explaining several Federal programs for 
the Selectmen. 


The Commission hopes to be able to continue to serve the needs of its 
member communities in future years and greatly appreciates the 
past support of its activities by the Town of Allenstown.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of the accounting 
records and such other auditing procedures as were considered necessary in 
the circumstances, 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by mailing 
notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Collector's records. 
The amounts of uncollected taxes as indicated in this report are therefore 
subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return of verification 


notices.

AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly 
included such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances, 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Collector's 
records. Consequently, the amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes 
as indicated in this report are subject to any changes which may be 
necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations: 


The examination and audit revealed a net overdraft of operating 
appropriations in the amount of $15,929. It is noted that permission was 
granted by the Commissioner of Revenue Administration to expend $10,000 
in excess of the original appropriation far town poor thereby leaving a 


net overdraft of other appropriations of $5,929. This is in violation 
of R.S.A, 32:10 which states; 


"Exceeding Appropriations. In towns adopting the 
provisions of this chapter, no board of selectmen, 
school board, commissioners of a village district 
wholly within such town, or other expending agency 
shall pay or agree to pay any money, or incur any 
liability involving the expenditure of money for 
any purpose for which an appropriation has not been 
made, except for the purpose of paying judgements 
rendered against the town or school district, or 
said village district. Providing, however that 
in cases arising during the year following the 
annual meeting where changes occur which make it 
unnecessary to use the amount appropriated for a 
specific purpose, an unexpended balance may be 
transferred by the board of selectmen or the school 
board, or the village commissioners of such village 
district from one appropriation to another provided 
the total amount expended for all purposes does 
not exceed the total amount-.appropriated at the 
town, school or village district meeting for all 
purposes," 


A further application to exceed expenditures should have been 
made to cover such over expenditures. 


Tax Collector: 


The previous audit reported that the Tax Collector advertised 
and sold trailers and mobile homes at the annual collector's sale of real 
estate for unpaid taxes in violation of R.S.A. 80:20 and recommended that 
the collection of such delinquent taxes be administered in accordance with 
the provisions of R.S.A. 72:7a (II). The tax sale made in 1975 again 
included trailers and mobile homes, even though this was brought to the 
attention of the Tax Collector in the audit report. It is strongly 
recommended that this practice cease and such collections be made as 
prescribed by statute. 


Furthermore, it was noted that one of the locations where the 
1975 tax sale was posted was outside the boundaries of the Town. 


It was noted that the property tax warrant for the 1975 levy 
was most difficult to reconcile in that columnar sheets were not used in 
the preparations of the warrant. It is recommended that the warrant be 
committed in the future on ledgers as prescribed by this Division and 
contain the proper columns to report payment of tax interest and discounts 
allowed, 


It was further noted that the Tax Collector still did not report 


remittances of tax sale redemptions on the proper form even though this 
was reported and recommended in the previous audit.

Bond and Coupon Account: 


The bank statements and cancelled bonds and coupons of the 
sewer bonds account are stored at the office of Robert E. Plourde. 
Statements are received by the Town Treasurer and turned over to Mr. 
Plourde's office. The statements are not reconciled nor is a bond and 
coupon register maintained as prescribed by R.S.A. 33:12 which states: 


"Register. The treasurer of every municipal corporation 
shall keep a register, in such form as may be prescribed 
by the commissioner of revenue administration, which 
shall state the denomination, number and date of every 
bond or note issued by the municipality, the time when 
and the place where the principal thereof and interest, 
if any, thereon are payable and such other information 
as the commissioner of revenue administration may 
prescribe. The commissioner of revenue administration 
shall inspect the register provided for herein whenever 
he shall make any audit of the accounts of a municipal 
corporation," 


It is recommended that the bank statements and cancelled 
bonds and coupons be returned to the Town Treasurer and that a bond 
and coupon register be immediately set up and maintained by the Town 
Treasurer as prescribed above.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 





We are continuing our efforts to develop a regional special 
services center for students. Dr. Alan Pardy was appointed as the 
director of the center which is called the New Hampshire 
Educational Resource Services, Inc. The initial task of surveying 
the various school districts has been completed and a proposal has 
been presented to the school board as to what services the center 
will be able to deliver during the 1977-1978 school year. Dr. Pardy 
has also assisted us in preparing a special services report that must 
be filed with the State Department of Education during the month of 
February. In addition a number of proposals have been filed with 
the Federal Government for the funding of special programs. 


We are in the process of preparing a report relative to the state 
elementary school minimum standards that were established 
several years ago. This report as well as the educational program 
of the Allenstown Elementary School will be reviewed by a 
representative from the State Department of Education in the 
spring of this year. 
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We are also in the process of completing an in-depth study and 
discussion of the report that was prepared by the New England 
Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools when it accredited 
Pembroke Academy in 1974. A report will be prepared for con- 
sideration by the Pembroke School Board. The report will consist of 
a review of the New England Association recommendations that 
have already been implemented as well as a recommended time 
table relative to the implementation of the remaining recom- 
mendations. 


We are very pleased with the success of the Work Study Program 
that was established this fall under the direction of Ronald Rush. 


The Curriculum Committee is continuing its work toward 
coordinating an educational program for grades one thru twelve. 
The committee will begin to present the results of its work during 
the coming year. 


The Staff Development Committee is presently being chaired by 
Virginia Sanborn, a member of the Chichester Central School Staff. 
The system is functioning well in that all of the staff members have 
completed individual staff development plans and have par- 
ticipated in numerous worthwhile activities. The Staff Development 
Process has been received with considerable enthusiasm. 


The new Staff Evaluation process that was discussed last year 
has been completed and was implemented last September. 


We continue to face the problem of increasing enrollment. At 
this time last year when | was writing my annual report our first 
grade enrollment was ninety (90) students. Our first grade 
enrollment this year is ninety six (96) students. 


In closing, | would like to thank the School Board, School Staff, 
and citizens of Allenstown for all that they have done for the 
students.
